British Firm Will Build First Steel 
Airship 
A great engineering feat will be 


started by a well-known British firm 
in the early summer of next year, the 
building of the world’s largest airship, 
the first steel air liner. It will be 
about 720 feet long, nearly twice the 
height of St. Paul's. 

The airship will be able to carry a 
load of 155 tons, and seven engines, 
with a horsepower totalling 4,200, will! 
drive the monster seventy miles an 
hour, at a height of 5,000 feet. 

The shed at Cardington, in which 
the R-101 will be built, is to be enlarg- 
ed to a length of 812 feet, and will! 
then be the largest building in the| 
British empire.

“In tests already conducted,” said | 
Scott “holes were burned in two 
inch steel plates at a distance of one 
mile; dead trees have been fired at the | 
same distance and animal life has 
been snuffed out at distances ranging 
two to seven miles. Dummy 
planes also have been destroyed in air | 
tests.” |

Thirty 
years ago Bardséy had a population 
of one hundred people, but they have 
dwindled down to forty-five, who have 
been living on nine small holdings. 
King Love Pritchard, the island’s mon- 
arch, was crowned in 1911, und is now 
elghty-three years of age.
